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FABRIC LBELIN 
LAW TAKES EFFECT 


WASHINGTON, March 3 (AP) 
~<A new fabric labeling law took 
effect today to protect consumers 
from misbranding and help them 
decode the puzzling trade names 
for new synthetic fibers. 

The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, which will administer the 
Textile Fiber Products Identifica- 
ition act, said the labels must be 
used on clothing, bedding, car- 
ts, umbrellas, flags, dishcloths, 
and a wide variety of other 
products. 

FTC chairman Earl W. Kintner 
said the law, applying to all tex- 
tile items not covered by the 
wool products labeling act, 
should help prevent false adver- 
tising and the sale of cheap fa- 
brics as higher priced ones. 


There are 700 trade names for 


'manufactured fibers and fabrics, 


with more than 300 names for 
rayon fibers alone, 


The law requires that. textiles 

ar. labels showing the fiber 
content of the material and giv- 
ing the natural or generic name 
of each. 

The FTC has divided synthetic 
and man made fibers into 16 
groups into 16 groups with a 
generic name for each group. 
Some of these are selfexplana- 
tory—rubber, glass and metallic 
fibers. 

Other also are familiar, rayon, 
acetate, and nylon. Four others 
have been used previously in con- 
junction with trade names, acry- 
lic, modacrylic (modified acry- 
lic), polyester and saran. 

The other names are azion, 
made from protein such as milk, 
corn or peanuts; spandex, an 
elastic fiber not related to rub- 
ber; olefin, plastic-like fibers 


or outdoor furniture; vinal, a 
foreign fiber soon to appear in 


this country; nytril, a fiber just | 


arriving on the market; and vin- 
yon, a fiber with a low melting 
point and which can be molded 
easily. ° 

The FTC noted that merchants 
will be allowed to sell unlabeled 
stocks on hand, so that it may be 
some months. before all the old 
stock will have disappeared from 
stores.

But Laclede Gas Company doesn't even intend to 
render the service. The Assistant Vice President of Op- 
erations also testified under oath that that company 
expects that by making the proposed high charges they 
will cut out 66% of all these service calls for turning 
pilots on and off.

KABUL, Afghanistan, March 3 
(AP)—Nikita Khrushchev warned 
last night that Russia cannot ig- 
ore ‘‘designs, intrigues and dan- 
gerous policies’ directed against 
friendly neighbors. His target 
obviously was Western-allied 
Pakistan, currently embroiled in 
a dispute with Afghanistan. 

The Soviet Premier dropped 
the warning at a diplomatic re- 
ception ending the first day of 
a three-day visit to this reu- 


tralist nation on the Soviet Un-| 


jon’s southern border. 
Khrushchev did not elaborate 
on his statement, but there was 
no doubt that he had in mind 
the quarrel between Afghanistan 
and Pakistan @Ver 4,000,000 Path- 
an tribesmen living in Pakistan. 
The Pathans in Afghanistan, 
the country’s largest single pop- 


ulation group, consider the tribes- | 


men in Pakistan their blood 
brothers. For years the Afghan 
government has argued that Pak- 
tstan should give them the right 
of seli-determination. Pakistan 
has rejected the proposal, insist- 
ing that the tribesmen are part 
Of its national population. 


Propaganda Barrages. 

Khrushchev arrived at a time 
when both Radio Kabul and 
Radio Pakistan were firing their 
heaviest propaganda barrages 
Over the dispute in years. 

Afghan Premier Mohammad 
Daud also indirectly touched on 
the issue last night, asserting 
that “intrigues from a certain 
quarter’’ would not endanger 
Afghanistan or hinder. its devel- 
Opment. 

Both Khrushchev and Daud de- 
Clared that relations between 
their countries were based solid- 
ly on equality and mutual re- 
spect. Daud added that his gov- 
ernment follows the same. policy 
in dealing with all nations. 

The Afghan premier said the 
warm welcome given Khrush- 
chev reflected his people’s re- 
gard for the Russian leader, not 
Only as a friendly neighbor but 
as a strong servant of the cause 
of world peace. 

In Private Talks. 
“Khrushchev and Daud talked 
privately for an hour today, then 
walked through a drizzle to in- 
spect the $3,000,000 modernization 
of self-determination. Pakistan

To deal with an opponent’s mis- 
sile capabilities, it is necessary 
to make assumptions as to ac- 
curacy, reliability, explosive 
yield of warhead and hardness of 
targets, All these assumptions 
about the opponent’s missiles, ex- 
cept hardness of targets, are 
based on intelligence which, ad- 
mittedly; is not so reliable as we 
should like it to be. 


The assumptions listed above 
can be put into’ mathematical 
equations and curves. These are 
impressive to the uninitiated who 
assume that al] the mathematics 
must be correct, as, indeed, it is. 

‘But the computations are no 
better than the assumptions, or 
the intelligence. Changing as- 
sumptions of accuracy, or reli- 
ability can utterly change the re- 
sults of the computations.

The circular probable error is | 
the radius of a circle within 
which half the successful firings 
will land.

AN OVERPRESSURE of four 
pounds per square inch, called 
four Psi, according to the official 
handbook, The Effects of Nuclear 
Weapons, will damage an air- 
plane beyond repair. An over- 
pressure of six Psi will destroy 
it. 

Using these assumptions, there 
is 95 per cent probability of de- 
stroying an airplane on a base 
with three missiles on the as- 
sumptions used. 

But if just one assumption is 
changed, that of reliability, from 
70 per cent to 90 per cent, two 
missiles have a 96 per cent prob- 
ability of wiping out an air base. 
The aggressor would need only 
100 I.C.B.M.s and 100 I.R.B.M.s, | 
under conditions of no warning | 
to destroy 95 per cent of such 
of our striking forces as are on 
the ground.

Nullifies Camp David Pledge

IN INDONESIA, Nikita S. Khrushchev broadly hinted that he 
will grab what he wants at Berlin after the summit conference,

The President broke off, the 
Camp David talks and retired 
to Gettysburg to force this con- 
cession.

| and to indulge in no ultimatums. 


Despite the argument about the 
details of Khrushchev’s language 
in Jakarta, it is clear that his 
intent there was to set a term, 
and to give his Berlin demands 
the character of an ultimatum. 
To all intents, Camp David's 


| Sole practical result has been 


nullified. 
Again, there is-a question about 


_the summit conference itself.-At 


_Camp David, the President swore 


to Khrushchev that he would! 


never go to the summit ‘‘under 
any threat.” After the Jakarta 
press conference, it is clear that 
the President will go under 
threat, if he goes at all. Will Mr. 
Eisenhower therefore cancel his 


plans to go to the summit, un- 
less Khrushchev swallows his 
words? 


YET THESE WORDS of ma- 
méuver, grim as tney are, hard- 


ly compare in grimness to the | 


real central question. What is 
the President’s real policy in 


the Berlin crisis? Or, putting it 
another way, has the President 
really got a settled policy in this 
crisis that 
volve a choice between a grave 
risk of war and the certainty of 
a western surrender rather worse 
than the surrender at Munich? 


With Khrushchev talking as he | 


has been talking, the problem of 
the President’s intentions as- 
sumes the greatest urgency. Yet 
it is evident that ‘those who 
should know best still regard the 
President’s intentions as uncer- 
tain. 

Otherwise Germany’s 
cellor Konrad Adenauer would 
not be making a long stop in 
Weshington en route to Japan, 
for the known purpose of plead- 
ing for a firm American policy 
on Berlin. Otherwise Berlin’s 
courageous Mayor Willy Brandt 


would not be planning an Ameri- | 


may ultimately in-| 


Chan- 


can barnstorming trip just be- 
fore the summit, to warn against 
any American betrayal of his 
city and his people. 

THE SOURCE of Adenauer’s 
open disquiet about American 
| purposes has been mysterious, 
hitherto; but it can now be re- 
| vealed. The ‘source was _ the 
President’s own discussion: of the 
Berlin problem at the Paris 
meeting of Britain, France, Ger- 
many and the United States in 
December. In effect, Mr. Eisen- 
hower then Said Berlin had to be 
defended; but added that Berlin 
could not be defended without 
risk of an H-bombd war, and an 
H-bomb war was unthinkable. | 

Furthermore, what the Presi- 
dent said in Paris was no more 
confusing that what he has said 
at his public press conferences, 
and to certain intimates in pri- 
vate. The style and tone of 
these presidential utterances in: 
fact suggest that Dwight D. 
Eisenhower has not looked long, 
squarely, and prayerfully at his 
Berlin choice. They suggest he 
has not finally decided which 
choice to make if Khrushchev 
will not ‘et him off making 
a choice. If this appearance is 
correct, there is a kind of cen- 
tral void in the western policy on 
Berlin.

The skill with which American 
rescue operations have been car- 
ried out has gone farther in Brit- 
ain than any amount of public 


' relations work to undo criticism 


of American ‘“‘militarism.”’ 

Typical is the reaction of the 
London Daily Herald, a Labor- 
ite newspaper which recently 
has been sharply critical of sev- 
eral aspects of American mili- 
tary effort in Europe. 

‘‘America threw its full weight 
into the missions,’’ it said in a 
front-page story. ‘The United 
States Air Force in Europe put 
its biggest-ever disaster relief 
operation into action. It will 
cost millions of dollars. 

“SIXTY PLANES were put at 
Morocco’s disposal. Two medical 
teams were in Agadir. Others 
were standing by. And last night 
18 planes were preparing to take 
out the Seventy-ninth Engineer 
Battalion from Britain. Hospital 
planes flew 200 stretcher cases 
to Casablanca. Twenty-seven 
tons of tents and a mobile field 
hospital were flown in. So were 
bulldozers.”’ 

“Britain,” the Daily Herald 
charged in another story, ‘‘was 
disgraced by its fumbling slow- 
ness in coming to the aid of 
Agadir. We've been left behind 
—almost the last in the race to 
help.”’ 

Britain’s effort up to last night 
consisted of sending one mine- 
sweeper and four planes from 
Gibraltar. The paper quoted an 
Admiralty spokesman as saying, 
“We haven’t been asked for 
help” and an American Air 
Force spokesman as saying, ‘‘We 
didn’t wait to be asked.”

KENNEDY RECOUNTS the

Jockeying for the Summit 


Premier Khrushchev’s renewed threats con- 
cerning East Germany, uttered during his 
Indonesia tour, undoubtedly had the purpose 
of establishing a bargaining position for nego- 
tiations on Germany at the summit in May. 
With the same end in view, perhaps, our 
State Department is considering a proposal 
that the question of Germany’s future be sub- 
mitted to a plebiscite in both parts of the 
country. Just as this idea has already been 
rejected by Soviet commentators, so the West 
will reject Mr. K’s, idea that, unless the sum- 
mit conference produces a German settlement, 
Russia will sign a separate peace treaty giv- 
ing East Germany control of West Berlin. 

Mr. K does have the power, however, to do 
at least part of what he threatens to do, 
and our leaders would make a mistake to sup- 
pose that he is merely shooting off his mouth. 
He does not have the power to deliver West 
Berlin into East Germany’s hands. He could 
not do that without first getting rid of allied 
troops in West Berlin, and the West very 
properly refuses to be driven out. But Mr. 
K can sign a separate treaty with East Ger- 
many which for all practical purposes freezes 
the partition of Germany. The safest assump- 
tion to make is that he will do this if the sum- 
mit conference fails to reach agreement. 

So there should be extraordinary efforts at 
the summit to reach some sort of agreement— 
if not a full-fledged all-German settlement, at 
least a workable and just accommodation on 
the status of Berlin. The Russians have 
given full and ample warning that the realis- 
tic alternative to such an accommodation is 
unilateral action by them to turn over East 
German affairs to their puppet government. 

Maintaining a Western enclave within a 
theoretically independent East Germany would 
be difficult and hazardous. Surely it would 
be far better, if a reasonable agreement could 
be made, to accept some new status for Ber- 
lin, perhaps under United Nations guaran- 
tees, even though an all-German settlement 
could not be negotiated. 

Merely going to the summit determined to 
keep things as they are will not work. Things 
cannot be kept as they are if the Russians 
do not want to keep them so. With Germany 
as with disarmament and nuclear testing, 
a sound partial agreement would be better 
than holding out for an unattainable over-all 
settlement. 

We hope that preparations for the summit 
talks include plans for such practical accom- 
modations, as well as plans for propaganda 
strokes and bargaining positions. 


Nixon’s Farm Program 


The latest indication that Vice President 
Nixon is preparing to split with Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson on a Republican farm 
program comes from Senator Mundt of South 
Dakota. Mr. Nixon and Mr. Mundt have been 
friends since they served together on the 


‘House Un-American Activities Committee and 


the Senator’s assertion that Mr. Nixon is pre- 
paring his own farm program is undoubtedly 
authentic. 

Furthermore; Mr. Mundt is probably. prod- 
ding the Vice President, for Mr. Mundt may 
be in trouble. He comes up for re-election 
this year in a state that has been moving 
toward the Democrats. In 1958 a Democratic 
Governor, Ralph Herseth, was elected. Four 
years ago South Dakota elected a Democratic 
Congressman, turning out a Republican vet- 
eran. Senator Mundt typifies the farm state 
politician to whom Administration farm policy 
is an albatross. 

Mr. Benson has lost no opportunity to cast 
the mantle of his unpopular policy about Mr. 
Nixon. “I would see no reason why he 
wouldn’t see fit to support a program which 
he has helned to develop,” Mr. Benson said 
recently. The farthest Mr. Nixon has gone 
has been to say ‘there is no higher legislative 
priority than a complete overhauling of obso- 
lete farming programs.” 

Mr. Nixon is not expected to offer his farm 
plan until after he has been nominated. At 
that time we imagine he will promise what 
he thinks is necessary to win the election, not 
only for himself but for his Republican allies. 
If this means dumping Mr. Benson, Mr. Ben- 
son will be dumped. Mr. Nixon will not be 
taking a liability into the campaign if he can 
avoid it. 


Better Goals for, an Atlas 


Whatever the reason for calling off the in- 
tended 9000-mile Atlas shot, the cancellation 
did no harm if the test was to be simply for 
distance. The Air Force says the American 
record of 6325 miles shows capability to hit 
any valid military target. There are more 
important things in which to beat Soviet Russia 
than its missile distance record of 7760 miles. 
Last November we tried to catch up with 
the Soviets in lunar probing but our Atlas- 
Able fizzled one minute after firing. We had 
no other Atlas to serve as a back-up rocket. 
If there now are any extra Atlases lying 
around why not set them up on the ready 
pads or aim them at the moon, Venus or 
Mars so we can learn something besides how 
far they can go? 


Algerian Olive Branch 

The political breakthrough necessary for 
negotiations with France may have been made 
by Ferhat Abbas, leader of the Algerian gov- 
ernment-in-exile. Over the Tunisian radio, he 
has proposed that talks be started on guaran- 
tees of the freedom of the elections proposed 
by De Gaulle to determine the future of 
Algeria. 

Ferhat Abbas made a considerable depar- 
ture from his earlier position by saying that 
if an agreement on the objective of the nego- 
tiations can be reached, “procedural questions 
will become of secondary importance.” Ap- 
parently he is not insisting on recognition of 
the government-in-exile, which De Gaulle has 
steadily refused; nor even on drawing up an 
agenda in advance. 

He did criticize a French plan for the elec- 
tion of local Algerian officials this spring, say- 
ing that it would “balkanize” the country eth- 
nically and religiously. Yet it seems that 
Paris might yield on this point since it will 


have to give some assurance sooner or later 


that no attempts will be made to *<:ack” the 
eventual voting against those who want 
independence. 

The overture suggests that Ferhat Abbas 
believes that De Gaulle can control the French 
civil and military authorities in Algeria suf- 
ficiently so that a cease-fire would not become 
a booby-trap for the rebels. Given this con- 
fidence and the desire of a great majority of 
the French for an end of the Algerian war, 


oh. 


De Gaulle should find it possible to open at 
least preliminary talks without feeling that 
unwarranted concessions are being made in 
advance. Since the rebels also must be tired of 
bloodshed, the prospect of agreement should 
be good once the parties come to the table. 


Leadership for a Tax Reform 


For the third time in less than three years 
a citizens group has made suggestions for 


eliminating the flaws and glaring inequities in 


the St. Louis merchants and manufacturers 
tax. Functioning as advisers to a special Al- 
dermanic committee, this most recent study 
group pretty generally covered the same 
ground as the September term (1957) circuit 
court grand jury and the Citizens Tax Com- 
mittee headed by James S. McClellan. 

There is no secret about what is wrong with 
the tax nor about the indicated corrective 
measures. Merchants and manufacturers are 
compelled to bear an unfair share of the bur- 
den of business taxation; service businesses 
tend to escape because of.a City Charter loop- 
hole that should be closed. There is much un- 
certainty and confusion in the administra- 
tion of the tax, owing in large measure to 
failures of the License Collector and the 
M. & M. Board of Equalization to spell out 
policy precisely. The M. & M. law and city 
ordinance are poorly drafted and need clari- 
fication. The ad valorem portion of the tax is 
unfair and ought to be eliminated. 

The problem is how to give effect to these 
proposals, in view of the sharp division of 
responsibility over various aspects of the tax. 
License Collector Hayden is responsible for 
collecting the levy and in the nature of things 
tends to set public policy with respect to the 
detailed procedures under which returns are 
prepared. As an independently elected “coun- 
ty” official not under the Mayor, Mr. Hayden 
is his own boss. He largely ignored meetings 
of the citizens committee which had listed 
him as an “adviser.” 

The Aldermen have been slow in making 
the indicated changes in city ordinances, but 
they now have before them a proposal to sub- 
mit the Charter change necessary to broaden 
the M. & M. base. The City Administration 
should undertake a real effort to persuade the 
Legislature to adopt the clarifying amend- 
ments to the law that the grand jury thought 
necessary in 1957. 

The citizens’ committee has produced step- 
by-step recommendations on precisely what 
needs doing. Perhaps the Board of Estimate, 
composed of the Mayor, the Aldermanic Presi- 
dent and the Comptroller, ought to take it 
upon itself to provide the leadership neces- 
sary to carrying out the citizens’ major recom- 
mendations. So long as the levy is on the 
books it ought to be clear, precise, broadly 
based and evenly administered—all of which 
the present M. & M. tax is not. 


The Montevideo Demonstration 

Student demonstrations during President 
Eisenhower's visit to Montevideo did not dis- 
turb his good will tour, but they invite two 
questions. Who caused them? Why did the 
protests occur in Uruguay, of all places? 

Communists have not been particularly ac- 
tive during Mr. Eisenhower’s tour, though 
they may have encouraged hostile outbursts 
against Vice President Nixon on the same 
campus two years ago. The signs carried by 
the students this time suggest that some 
were anarchists but most probably were cam- 
pus radicals of a variety peculiar to Latin 
America. 


For example, the University of Havana has’ 


spawned nearly every revolt, good and bad, 
in Cuban history, and also trained Fidel Cas- 
tro. It is not just coincidential that some 
Montevideo students carried pro-Castro signs. 
A form of left-wing nationalism existed on 
Latin campuses before the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion, and today many students are led to pro- 
ject ideas of “Yankee imperialism” from a 
real but dead past into the present. 

Uruguay is, however, a particularly illogi- 
cal source for charges of capitalist exploita- 
tion. It also is a proud and democratic na- 
tion, where freedom of speech is exercised 
vigorously whether realistically or not. That 
is something North Americans should be able 
to understand. 


If He Isn’t Abominable? 

It is stimulating to learn that Sir Edmund 
Hillary, the distinguished mountaineer-scien- 
tist who conquered Mount Everest, is going to 
seek the Abominable Snowman. The Soviet 
Russians have, after many months, called it 
quits with a sad, ‘Farewell, you fascinating 
riddle.” 

Sir Edmund, who is an old hand in the 
Himalayas, admits he does not know whether 
the snowman, or yeti, is real or not but says 
there is sufficient evidence to merit the 
search his party will make this fall. He 
asks: “Is it, indeed, a hairy manlike creature 
of secretive disposition and vast strength— 
and very bad medicine to meet on a lonely 
trail?” The Soviets, in their farewell to the 
snowman, referred to him with no adjective 
worse than “inscrutable.” Yet in the years 
since the snowman acquired a standing at 
least as subtantial as that of the Loch Ness 
monster, he has become known as really 
abominable and horrendous. With such a 
reputation it seems more than likely that the 
snowman may, like the Jabberwock, “with 
eyes of flame, come whiffling and burbling.” 

But on the other hand suppose that the 
snowman, instead of being abominable, odi- 
ous, obnoxious, repellent, or just plain re- 
pugnant, should turn out to be a friendly 
chap? A nice guy with an inferiority com- 
plex who is tired of living like a hermit? A 
reformed Caliban who is anxious to see what 
civilization has to offer? 

Sir Edmund may have to decide very quick- 
ly whether to cable for a room at the Savoy 
or quarters in the Royal Zoo for the snowman. 


Calcutta’s Greeting 

The traveling Russian, Premier Khrush- 
chev, has ceased to attract much attention 
in India. When he visited Calcutta for the 
first time in 1955 he drew cheering throngs. 
Two weeks ago, on a return visit, the crowds 
were much smaller and almost silent. He 
stopped in the Indian city again on Tuesday, 
and the news report said “only thin lines of 
people turned out.” The dignitary who fails 
to attract a crowd in Calcutta, where thousands 
of homeless and unemployed persons live 
along the roadway from the airport to the 
city,.is certainly lacking in magnetism. Part 
of it may be due to satisfied curiosity, but we 


hope most of it is due to Indian disillusion- 


ment with Communism.

Public Power Talks Back 


Private Utilities’ Charges of Tax Favoritism and Socialism Answered

In recent months utilities have been 
putting strong emphasis in their ad- 
vertising and publicity on the subject 
of taxation of the profit power com- 
panies as compared to the consumer- 
owned, non-profit systems such as co- 
ops and the municipal systems. The 
essence of all their charges and state- 
ments is something like this: 

“One out of five people in the coun- 
fry do not pay their fair share of 
taxes because they get their electricity 
from a non-profit utility.” 

The utility companies point with pride 
to the fact that 23 cents out of every 
dollar their con- 

sumers pay for 

The Mirror electricity goes for 

taxes. They readily 
of admit that the con- 
sumer pays this tax 
and that the com- 
pany acts only as 
a tax collection 
agency. They say that these taxes are 
a part of the cost of doing business, 
and therefore are a part of the price 
of their product. Befere accepting this 
statement it should be analyzed a little 
further. :

At our consumers’ utility, these taxes 
amount to about 10 cents of every dol- 
lar our consumers pay for electricity, 
and they constitute our total tax bill. 

While figures on the utility - com- 
pany’s operations are not available, it 
is safe to assume that their consumers 
pay about the same percentage or less, 
because these taxes are applied to both 
types of operations on an equal basis: 

If the utilities pay 23 cents per rev- 
enue dollar for their total tax bill, 
then 13 cents or more per dollar must 
go for federal income taxes. This 
is a tax on profits made from the op- 
eration. 

Since our co-op and others like us 
are actually doing business on a non- 
profit basis and do not pay an income 
tax, it is not strictly correct to assume

When people join together to operate 
their own electric system they are ex- 
ercising the same freedom of choice 
that you do when you decide to paint 
the house yourself. 

Whenever you find a consumer-owned 
electric system you will find that the 
people have made the choice to do it 
themselves either because the price 
the professional utilities asked was too 
high, or because the job wasn’t being 
done to the people’s satisfaction.

Between Book Ends Confederate Nurse 


KATE: The Journal of a Confederate 
Nurse, by Kate Cumming. Edited by 
Richard B. Harwell. (Louisiana State 
University Press, 321 pgs., $6.) 


For many years this sharply- 
observed, well-told account of life in 


“the South’s Medical Service has been 


unavailable to most general readers. 
In the years following the Confederate 
war its publication was overshadowed 
by that of more flamboyant, or only 
more dramatic versions of the scenes 


- and personages. Its new presentation 


serves a good purpose, for here is an 
unglazed, authoritative account of the 
workings of men and women in the 
ever-shifting Southern hospitals. 

Miss Cumming, a woman of maturi- 
ty (in the vicinity of 30) and of some 
station in the region, courted the an- 
noyance of many friends and a num- 
ber of relatives when she decided to 
join the Confederate service. Before 
her, it would appear, was the example 


of Florence Nightingale, who had re- 


cently made history in the Crimean 
war. 


Yet the average Southerner, includ- 
ing many of the doctors with whom 
she would labor, did not look with 
favor on the prospect of a “‘lady’’ do- 
ing grubby and perhaps unsavory work 
behind the lines. Nevertheless Kate 
Cumming pitched in and struggled 
steadily, determinedly in emergency 
buildings, abandoned residences, ware- 
houses or any other places that be- 
came available in the struggle. 

This is a work with a certain amount 
of repetition, and Miss Cumming oc- 
casionally falls prey to old-time 
“Southern” sentimentality in prose and 
poetry. A number of passages may 
embarrass a modern reader in their 
gushy quality. But in the main Kate 
Cumming was content to write hon- 
estly and directly of what she saw 
and did: her efforts to find drugs, her

Before the co-ops went into business 
there were practically no rural electri- 
cal lines in America. Farm income 
was low and the standard of living on 
farms was correspondingly low. Farm- 
ers themselves paid little, if any, in- 
come tax. 


When the co-ops brought electric 
service to the rural areas, all this was 
changed. Manufacturers of poles, con- 
ductors, wiring supplies and appliances 
had a new market for their products. 
Their profits went up and their income 
taxes increased. 


This new business created new jobs 
in the factories for people who paid 
income taxes on their increased in- 
comes. 


The wholesalers and jobbers who 
handled the material, and the Main 
Street merchants, who sold it to the 
consumer, all paid greater income tax- 
es on the increased volume of business 
as did the employes working for them. 


A recent NRECA survey shows that 
REA co-op members have spent 12 
billion dollars in wiring supplies and 
appliances alone. As these items pro- 
ceeded from raw material to the fin- 
ished product sold to the consumer, 
extra income taxes have been paid all 
along the way. 


As electricity made the job of farm- 
ing easier and more profitable, farm 
income increased and more farmers 
began to pay income taxes. 

As his income rose, his standard of 
living climbed higher and he became 
a customer for more and more prod- 
ucts of all types. 

Out of every new dollar he earned, a 
part of it found its way to not only the 
income tax collector but to the treas- 
urers of cities and counties all over the 
country. 

With all this newly created tax 
wealth pouring into the Treasury— 
wealth that didn’t exist until the co-ops 
created it—the charge of tax loss is 
revealed to be insincere and mis- 
leading.

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FINCH CASE MISTRIAL 
¢ Soviet Threat to Renew Demand 


For Veto Mars Atom Bar Talks 


MOTION 1S REJECTED 


LOS ANGELES, March 3 (AP) 
—The defense called today for 
a mistrial in the Finch murder 
case, 

Attorney Robert A. Neeb Jr., 
chief counsel for the co-defend- 
ant, Miss Carole Tregoff, based 
his plea on the prosecution’s 
claim, yesterday that there is a 
parallel between the death of 
Mrs, Barbara Jean Finch and 
the notorious “Rattlesnake 
James” killing of 25 years ago. 

The judge turned down the 
motion after hearing arguments 
in chambers, then when court 
resumed ordered the jury to 
ignore the James case references 
and had them stricken from the 
record, 


In that case, Robert S. James 
was convicted of trying to kill 
his wife by sticking her legs into 
a ‘‘murder kit’’ box containing 
two rattlesnakes and, when that 
did not work fast enough, drown- 
ing her. 

Deputy District Attorney Fred 
N. Whichello made the compari- 
son yesterday in prosecution re- 
buttal arguments at the trial of 
Miss Tregoff and her lover, 
Dr. R.. Bernard Finch. They 
are charged with killing the doc- 
tor’s wife. An alleged ‘‘murder 
kit’? was featured frequently in 
testimony. 

Whichello said the -point he 
was trying to make was that a 
murder conspiracy is still a con- 
spiracy even if the killing does 
not occur as planned. 

In the rattlesnake killing, he 
said, snakes were planned as 
death instruments, but it. still 
was a conspiracy even though 
death was by drowning. 

In the Finch case, the state 
has claimed that the defend- 
ants planned to kill Mrs. Finch 
and make it look accidental, but 
the plan went awry when her 
maid interrupted. 

Yesterday Whichello termed 
the wealthy surgeon’s story a 
soap opera lie and called his 
mistress a “‘latter day Lady 
Macbeth”’ who was the ‘‘aggres- 
sor and instigator’ in the kill- 
ing. 

Finch, 42 years old, and Miss 
Tregoff, 23, have been on trial 
since Feb. 8, charged with con- 
spiracy and murder in the shoot- 
ing of Barbara Jean Finch, 36, 
last July 18. The prosecution 
continues its final summation 
today, and the case ‘may go to 
the jury tomorrow.

RAILROADS SEEK 
TO SHIP MISSILES 
IN BRIDGE ROW 


™ New York Times News Service 

WASHINGTON, March 3—The 
railroad industry told Congress 
that the height of bridges over 
highways has little bearing on 
the transportation of missiles, 
because the rails can handle 
“practically every item of mili- 
tary traffic.” 

A special House subcommittee 
concluded hearings last week 
on the bridges issue. It explored 
the Government’s indecision on 
what the height should be. When 
the interstate highway system 
was inaugurated in 1956, the 
Bureau of Public Roads said 14- 
foot clearance would be enough, 
but five weeks ago, the Bureau 
raised the minimum to 16 feet. 

The Association of American 
Railroads submitted a statement 
yesterday. In it Ralph E. Clark, 
chairman of the Car Service di- 
vision said that the increase in 
clearance ‘‘will not enable the 
highways to accommodate any 
important military shipments 
which cannot now be otherwise 
handled.”

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A bit of replenishing of stock 
may avoid a culinary crisis 
sometime between now and 
Easter. 

Macaroni and rice are the 
mainstays of many meatless 
meals, so do be sure they will 
be there whes vou need them. 
Do you have hough canned 
fish, such as salmon, tuna and 
sardines? Don’t forget how 
many Lenten dishes call for 
cheese of some type. 

There is a special emphasis 
on vegetables during the Lenten 
period, so it’s smart to keep a 
wide variety on pantry shelf or 
in the freezer. 

Try to allow time to linger 
awhile at the frozen food cabi- 
nets of your favorite market. It 
is fascinating to check them 
while they are so well stocked 
with varieties of frozen fish, 
shellfish and combination dishes. 
Of course you will want to 
choose your family’s favorites; 
but remember that it is fun also 
to try some of the new ones. 

As pointed out in Monday’s 


section, many of the Lenten  % 


foods are rather bland in flavor %4 


and need special attention to .¥ 


seasonings and garnishes if they 
are to be fully enjoyed. 


This means that you will be 


smart to check your supplies of 
spices to make certain they are 
still in good condition and 
haven’t lost their strength, and 
that you have plenty of such 
items as stuffed olives, pickles 
and capers. 


BEST VALUES in meat still 
are to be found in pork, despite 
slight increases. Beef is holding 
just about steady in price; 
lamb is quite reasonable for this 
particular meat. Bacon, chick- 
ens and eggs continue to be 
excellent investments. 

Grapefruit is the outstanding 
buy at the fruit counters. Qual- 
ity is high and prices low on 
all varieties from both Florida 
and Texas. 

Juice content of the southern 
Valencia oranges is exception- 
ally. good. Some Temples are 
still coming through from Flori- 
da, and of course we have the 
navels from Calffornia. Lemons 
and limes are high, but there is 
a marked improvement in the 
quality of lemons. 

Avocados continue to be abun- 
dant and reasonable. Also mod- 
erately priced are bananas and 
pineapples. 

Light but fairly regular sup- 
plies of strawberries are coming 
into St. Louis; some stores have 
been offering them at very at- 
tractive prices so keep your 
eyes open for such opportunities. 

There are plenty of apples to 
meet all demands; those from 
the Midwest are far from being 
cleaned up, there are liberal 
supplies from the Northwest and 
a few Michigan atmosphere-con- 
trolled Jonathans. 


CABBAGE, carrots, sweet po- 
tatoes. beets and rutabagas lead 
the list of vegetable values. 

In the moderate category are 
cauliflower (very attractive 
quality-wise), broccoli, green 
peppers, turnips, potatoes (with 
the exception of the expensive 
new ones), and onions. 

Prices are up on iceberg let- 
tuce, both leaf and Bibb let- 
tuce quite high. Endive and es- 
carole are possible alternatives, 

Quality is improving on egg- 
plant, but the price remains 
high. The best tomatoes are the 
vine-ripened ones from Cuba, 
but they are strictly luxury- 
priced. 


NEW IN ST. LOUIS MAR- 
KETS: About the middle of Jan- 
uary a famous manufacturer of 
mixes introduced a new line 


‘of cake mixes with outstand- 


ing characteristics of moistness 
and fineness of texture. This 
improvement in quality was bas- 
ically due to a new method of 
mixing the dry ingredients. 

Now this same principle has 
been applied to the company’s 
line of pancake and muffin 
mixes, and with the same ex- 
cellent results. These include a 
wild blueberry muffin mix and 
two pancake mixes—a country- 
style buttermilk which has a 
larger amount of buttermilk, 
and a wild blueberry. A can of 
the wild blueberries is pack- 
aged in with both the muffin 
and the pancake mixes so that 
the moist berries can be stirred 
right into the batters.

tuna, some fresh juicy lemons to 
accent the flavor and a variety 
of seasonings, Neptune’s king- 
dom is hers. 

This recipe for Tuna Lasagne 
was chosen to illustrate how 
adaptable tuna can be. Here it is 
given a bit of foreign flair by 
combining it with a rich tomato 
sauce made from a mix, fresh 
lemon juice, lasagne noodles and 

eese. 


Tuna Lasagne. 


Two cans (six and one-half 
ounces each) tuna, drained. 


Three tablespoons fresh lemon 
juice. 


One can (No. 214) tomatoes. 


One can (eight ounces) tomato 
sauce. 


One package spaghetti sauce 
mix. 


Salt and pepper to taste. 
One package (eight ounces) la- 
sagne noodles. 


One-half pound Mozzarella 
cheese, sliced. 


Grated Parmesan cheese. 


Break tuna into large pieces 
and stir in lemon juice. 


Combine tomatoes, sauce and 
mix in large saucepan. Stir 
thoroughly and simmer for 30 
minutes. If sauce is too thin, 
thicken with paste made with 
flour and water. Season with salt 
and pepper to taste. Add tuna 
mixture. 

Meanwhile cook lasagne 
noodles according to package 
directions; drain.

Controlling Asthma 


“Dear Dr. Molner: : 

“I HAVE BRONCHIAL ASTHMA. Is it true there {s no 
cure for asthma? I am 15 and suffer greatly with it. I have 
had it for one year. Before that I had hay fever. Is moving 
to another state the only cure? HA 

Asthma is something we are constantly learning more 
about. And yet we don’t know nearly enough. 

These things we do know (and didn’t know a few 
years ago): Asthma isn‘t something that is entirely 
connected with the bronchial tubes. That’s just where 
its results show. It isn’t something that depends 
merely on climate. It isn’t something for which (as a 
rule) we can prescribe some definite cure. Rather, 
it’s a condition which we must learn to live with 
learn how to keep the asthma from being too bother- 
some. Finally, aud perhaps most important of all, 
asthma appears to be very closely related to allegery. 

If we can control the allergy, then we have a good 

chance of controlling the asthma. That's very im- 

portant. . 

Allergy (as I’m sure you know) fs a matter of hyper- 
sensitivity, being extra-sensitive to something you touch, 
breathe or-eat. 

Your hay fever is undoubtedly significant. For allergy 
affects different people in different ways. Some (as with 
hay fever) have runny noses and bleary eyes in the hay 
fever season, because they are allergic to certain pollens in 
the air. 

Others are allergic to things they eat or touch. Some 
break out in hives, some itch, some are ‘‘sick to the stomach.” 
Some swell up (lips, etc.) if they eat something which for 
them, happens to be a food causing allergy. 

This swelling may affect the bronchial tubes. They 
become constricted, and this interferes with breathing, and 
the result is what we call “asthma.” 

Changing climat *t going to be the answer, 
unless it is something’ in the climate that touches 
off your sensitivity. Learning what bothers you, and 
ag i to avoid it, is important but this isn’t easy 
a. in : 

Another thing is involved. These “asthma” attacks also 
seem to be connected in some way with our emotions. If 
you are nervously upset, you have a harder attack—other 
things being equal—than you do when your nerves are at rest. 

Now I dare say that your attitude, right now, is that I 
have given you some generalities but I haven't told you 
exactly what to do to ease your asthma. And that’s right. 
Because there isn’t any simple, easy answer. 

_ Asthma is not (in most cases) a “disease of the 

bronchial tubes,” anymore than hay fever is a i 

“disease of the nose.” It is an irregularity—a very 

common irregularity—of the system. — | 

Besides what I have told you, I want to add this: Keep 
watch (or your doctor will keep watch) for any new dis- 
coveries concerning hypersensitivity and allergy. For now, 
we must use, to the best of our ability, the moderate amount 


that we so far have learned about allergy and asthma.

JUST FOUR DAYS after the 
Confederates fired on Fort Sum- 
ter, the Twelfth Massachusetts 
marched through the street of 
Boston on their way to the Wor- 
cester and Western Railroad Sta- 
tion. Every one of them was a 
volunteer, and proud of it, and 
everything that was youth and 
eagerness and adventure was in 
the air that April day as they 
passed in review for the crowds 
to see and cheer. This was the 
great crusade, and the boys in 


new blue uniforms, with theif 


glistening guns and bright bay? 
onets, were on the march to 
make things right. 

To cap it all, they had a song— 
a truly great marching song that 
every outfit in the Union Army 
would be singing before long. 

Not many of these troops knew 
it, but this music had been com- 
posed by a southerner named 
William Steffe. It had started life 
about 10 years earlier as a camp 
meeting hymn in Charleston, S.C., 
and Steffe called it “Say Broth- 
ers Will We Meet You Over on 
the Other Shore?’’ One way or 
another, the regulars of the Sec- 
ond U. S. Infantry had picked 
up the melody, fitted new words 
to it, and brought it along with 
them to Boston. That was where 
the Twelfth Massachusetts 
learned it, and anyone who saw 
them on their way to war and 
heard them boom out the words, 
*‘John Brown’s body lies a-moul- 
dering in the grave, his soul is 
marching on,”’ could tell it was 
their favorite. 

No one quite knew where the 
train would take them, but nearly 
everyone in Boston was out to 
see them get on it. Somewhere 
in the crowd that day was a 
small, attractive woman, just 
past 40, and the song she heard 
the soldiers sing was one she 
never forgot. 

In the Boston of 1861, only a 
stranger would have asked who 
Julia Ward Howe was, but the 
replies would have been as var- 
ied as the points of view. Most 
people knew her as a staunch op- 
ponent of slavery and the wife 
of Dr. Samuel Gridley Howe, re- 
former, abolitionist and director 
of Perkins Institution for the 
Blind, 

Old friends had a different 
version. Mrs. Howe had been the 
wealthy Julia Ward of Bond 
street, New York. Her father 
was Samuel Ward, head of the 
great banking firm of Prime, 
Ward and King. She was related 
to the»Astors by a marriage of 
her colorful brother Sam Ward, 
49er, Wall Street plunger and 
playmate of princes, An authen- 
tic New York belle, red-haired 
Julia Ward had descended upon 
Boston society several times a 
year to captivate young men 
with her operatic voice and 
wicked wit. Nearly everything 
she did both shocked and fas- 
cinated her father’s Boston 
friends, 

Other acquaintances remem- 
bered Julia Ward Howe as a 
poet, whose first published book, 


JULIA WARD HOWE... the "Battle Hymn" was her masterpiece. 


“Passion Flowers,’’ had set Bos- 
ton on its collective, ear. This 
was followed by a short-lived 
play produced in New York, 
which had tongues wagging all 
the faster. It was about a ‘‘fallen 
woman!”’ 

When, at the age of 42, he 
married the 24-year-old Julia 
Ward, Dr. Howe was as hand- 
some as a hero of a nineteenth 
century novel, and devoted to 
the teaching of blind children. 
His pupil Laura Bridgman was 
the first blind and deaf child to 
learn to communicate with the 
world around her. 

When news of the fall of Sum- 
ter reached Boston, it was like 
him to write Gov. Andrew: “If 
I can be of any use... . (save 
that of spy), command me.” The 
doctor was now 60 years old and 
got no war horse to ride, but he 
was appointed to the United 
States Sanitary Commission, fore- 
runner of the American Red 
Cross. His first assignment w°s 
in Washington. 

One of the high points of the 


Howes’ stay was an interview - 


with the President. Mrs. Howe 
recorded a vivid impression of 
Lincoln seated on a sofa, direct- 
ly below Stuart’s portrait of 
George Washington. While the 
men talked of war and politics, 
she occupied herself in contrast- 
ing Washington’s calm features 
on canvas with Lincoln’s fur- 
rowed cheek and brow. 

On Nov. 18, 1861, a picnic was 
planned across the Potomac in 
territory occupied until recently 
by Confederates. Carriage after 
carriage filled with gentlemen in 
high silk hats and ladies in crino- 
lines, drove out of town over the 
bridge and along the narrow 
road, 

To everyone’s dismay, the re- 
view was interrupted by the ap- 
pearance of southern skirmish- 
ers. Mrs. Howe’s coachman 
wheeled the carriage around and 
headed for Washington at a gal- 
lop—a pace which soon became 
a crawl as all the other drivers 
attempted the same thing and 
troops marched back along the 
same road. Mrs. Howe remem- 
bered that “‘to beguile the rather 
tedious drive, we sang from time 
to time, snatches of the army 
songs so popular at that time.” 
One of them was the song she 
had heard the Twelfth Massachu- 
setts sing when the Civil War 
first began: “John Brown’s body 
lies a-mouldering in the grave, 
his soul is marching on.” 

Julia Ward Howe had a beau- 
tiful mezzo-soprano voice. In girl- 
hood she had had musical train- 
ing equal to that of an opera 
star, and as she joined in the 
singing the soldiers called out, 
“Good for you, Ma’am.”

That night, Julia Ward Howe 
went to bed at the Willard Hotel 
and “as usual slept soundly.” 
Troops marched in the streets 
below but she was not conscious 
of hearing them. “I awoke in the 
gray of the morning twilight,” 
she recalled, “‘and as I lay wait- 
ing for the dawn, the long lines 
of the poem began to twine them- 
selves” in her mind. 


‘Mine eyes have seen the glory 
of the coming of the Lord... ” 
line by line, like the measured 
cadence of marching feet she 
had heard so often, the words be- 
gan to come to her. Intermingled 
with some of the great phrases 
of the Old Testament was a vi- 
sion of the long blue lines, the 
pickets huddled around camp- 
fires, and the righteousness, the 
anger and the dream which the 
nation’s youth had taken into 
battle. 

“I must get up and write 
these verses before I forget 
them,” she told herself. Later 
it seemed to Mrs. Howe as if 
the poem had come to her as a 
revelation from a source beyond 
herself. She had good reason to 
think so. For years she had 
studied and practiced the art of 
poetry, counting the syllables, 
laboring over her rhymes, work- 
ing for hours on a single stanza. 
In this whole original manu- 
script she crossed out or 
changed only four words, and a 
final stanza was discarded be- 
cause it spoiled the climax. 


After writing it down, she fell 
asleep for awhile, and when she 
awoke “ske~ could remember 
what had happened but found 
that she had forgotten the words. 

The story, varies as to when 
the army began singing ‘The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
Probably it was taken up simul- 
taneously by more than one reg- 
iment. Chaplain Charles Card- 
well McCabe of the 122nd Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry read _ the 
poem in the Atlantic and was so 
impressed with it that he mem- 
orized the words. Marching 
along with the OQhioans, he 
taught them the ‘Battle Hymn” 
to the melody he doubtless knew 
already as a hymn tune. 


Captured at Winchester, Mc- 
Cabe was sent to Libby Prison 
along with hundreds of other 
northern troops herded together 
in a great bare room. Suddenly 
a Negro who brought food to the 
men leaned over and whispered 
to one of the groups. There had 
been a great victory at a place 
called Gettysburg. Men jumped 
to their feet, cheering, cryifg, 
embracing one another hys- 
terically, and in the center of 
the room Chaplain McCabe stood

from the next hand to assure 
himself of an eventual club trick. 

This knowledge can be put to 
excellent use by declarer in the 
present hand.

Ks he cate to the chorus, 
every voice joined in, and the 
walls of Libby Prison echoed to 
the thankful words of ‘Glory, 
glory, hallelujah!’’ as few other 
men could have sung them. 


Someone told Mrs. Howe of a 


large meeting in Washington, at- 
tended by the President, where 
McCabe told of his wartime ex- 
periences. When he spoke of 
that night in Libby Prison, he 
raised his voice again in the 
“Battle tong 

“The effect was magical, peo- 
ple shouted, wept, and sang to- 
gether . . . and above the ap- 
plause was heard the voice of 
Abraham Lincoln, exclaiming 
while the tears rolled down his 
cheeks, ‘Sing it again!’”’ 

After the war, Mrs. Howe be- 
came a woman's suffrage lead- 
er and continued to write, turn- 
ing out travel books, essays and 
poetry. But no poem she wrote 
ever again reached the heights 
of “‘The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public,” and her books seem 
hardly readable today. 

When Julia Ward Howe died, 
in 1910, the song that played the 
Twelfth Massachusetts off to 
war, which she had madé into 
a mighty battle hymn for all 
Americans, North and South, 
was sung at her funeral by the 
blind children from Perkins In- 
stitution.

MELVIN PURVIS shot himself 
to death Monday. That simple 
sentence would be good, ade- 
quate reporting if justite had 
control over fame but justice 
doesn’t control fame so the bul- 
letins issued by the wire services 
had to be written as was this 
sample: 

“BULLETIN—Florence, S. C., 
Feb. 29 (UPI)—Melvin Purvis, 
famed G-Man who directed the 
FBI: trackdown of John Dillin- 
ger, shot himself to death today 
at his home here, police re- 
ported.” 

Seven paragraphs later was 
time enough to identify Dillinger, 
on the slim chance anyone 
hadn’t heard of him. 

That was the final irony of 
Melvin Purvis. When he took his 
own life, almost 26 years after 


. the century’s most fierce game 


of cops-and-robbers, the good 
guy had to be identified in a 
secondary role to the bad guy. 
Any kid in school who hasn’t 
heard of John Dillinger prob- 
ably hasn’t heard of Jesse 
James, either. There aren’t 
many such kiddies in school. 
Several weeks ago an hour-long 
television show with the somber 
play-on-words title “A Year to 
Kill’ excellently reconstructed 
the Dillinger period of 1933-34. 

After Purvis’s death was re- 
ported, a teen-ager said to an 
oldtimer, a man left over from 
the 1930s, “I saw the Dillinger 
show on TV but I don’t remem- 
ber any Purvis. Was he in it?’ 

Purvis was in Dillinger’s life 
more thoroughly than any other 
law officer. Thoroughness was 
Purvis’s strength. If he was 
largely forgotten and Dillinger 
wasn’t forgotten, that almost was 
fair enough. Purvis was as 
thorough in being close-mouthed 
about himself as he was in mak- 
ing ‘plans to catch Dillinger, 
Pretty Boy Floyd and kidnapers 
who flourished during the de- 
pression. 

Reporters never were given 
an opportunity to learn much 
about Purvis, beyond the bare 
reporting of the public enemies 
captured or killed by FBI squads 
he led. Newspaper clippings of 
the early 1930s telling of his 
deeds are notably bare of qoutes 
from Purvis. News stories 
lamely fell back to these out- 
standing qualities about Purvis: 
He was small, 5-foot-7, 127 
pounds, and he was quiet. Too 
quiet to be colorful. 

Purvis was graduated from 
law school in 1925. He entered 
Government service, the investi- 
gative branch of the Department 
of Justice, in 1928. He was in 
charge of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation office at Birming- 
ham, Ala., in 1931. He was put 
in charge of the Chicago office 
in November 1932. He resigned 
from the Bureau in July 1935. 
When he left the FBI he was 
almost loquacious. 

“Frankly, I’m glad to get out 
of here,” he said. The next 
question, of course, was ‘‘Why 
are you glad, Mr. Purvis?” 

“I’m quitting for purely per- 
sonal reasons,”’ he gaid. One re- 
porter got around the Purvis 
silence this way: 

“Commander of the crew 
which exterminated the Dillin- 
ger gang, Purvis himself made 
the announcement of Dillinger’s 
killing. Then the strictest sort 
of censorship was adopted. 

“Neither Purvis nor any of 
his agents would discuss their 
investigations and “all announce 
ment of the Federal govern- 
ment’s progress in its fight on 
crime were made by J. Edgar 
Hoover, Purvis’s chief. The ex- 
pression ‘J. Edgar Hoover an- 
nounced,’ came into the news. 
All inquiries as to differences 
with Hoover were met with de- 
nials by Purvis and Hoover in 
Washington did not amplify a 
bare announcement of Purvis’s 
resignation . .-. An authorita- 
tive source said privately that 
friction between Hoover and 
Purvis was known to exist.” 

There was another authori- 
tative source for the fact that 
Hoover had backed Purvis at a 
near-disastrous point of Purvis’s 
career in the FBI. That author- 
ity for Hoover’s support and un- 
derstanding was Purvis. 

Purvis’s pursuit of Dillinger 
had many frustrations. A trap 
set in a doctor’s office was 
spoiled by human error. A 
trap set in Michigan missed 
bv 15 minutes. A trap in a 
Chicago restaurant resulted in 
the capture of Dillinger’s girl 
friend, no great loss to Dil- 
linger. He had others. But 
at Spider Lake, Wis., in April 
1934, a Purvis trap caught 
Dillinger just long enough for 
the Dillinger gang to kill an 
FBI agent and kill a bystander 
who was innocent of every- 
thing except too much curi- 
osity. 

A committee of citizens, in- 
dignant and righteous, de- 
manded that Purvis be fired. 
They did not have an equally 
good solution for handling the 
Dillinger gang, responsible for 
10 dead, seven wounded, four 
banks robbed of a total of 
$300,000, three police arsenals 
looted and jokes made of the 
holding qualities of three jails. 
The citizens wanted Purvis 
fired. Purvis offered to re- 
sign. Hoover refused to ac- 
cept the resignation. His man 
.Purvis stayed on the job. 

In May 1934, Purvis. became 
strangely talkative. He said a 
doctor had reported that four 
men, Dillinger men he was sure, 
had come to the doctor for treat- 
ment. Three of them were 
wounded and any one or all of 
them reasonably could be ex- 
pected to die of the wounds. 
The doctor was not certain

which man was Dillinger but the 
odds had to be 3-to-1 that one 
was Dillinger. Now, weren't 
those good odds that Dillinger 
was dead? And witness the 
month-or-more silence from him. 
Grand official weight was lent 
Purvis’s speculation by Homer 
S. Cummings, the Attorney-Gen- 
éral. 

“T wonder,’”” said Cummings 
blandly, “if Dillinger isn’t 
dead.”’ 

As Dillinger and Purvis knew 
almost equally well, Dillinger 
wasn’t dead. He was face-lifted, 
though, and he took up life in 
Chicago. He made friends and 
he was so relaxed he made male 
friends as well as female. He 
went to a sandlot baseball game 
and because he was as enam- 
ored of baseball as he was of 
banks, one of his new male 
friends allowed Dillinger—known 
as Jim Lawrence, an employe 
of the Chicago Board of Trade 
—to sit on the bench. Dillinger. 
was so grateful he made him- 
self useful. He served as bat 
boy. 

Dillinger knew he wasn’t dead. 
But in the classic snare, smart 
cops planting false hope for 
smart desperadoes, perhaps he 
did believe Purvis thought he 
was dead. Dillinger became set- 
tled. He kept company with the 
ex-wife of a policeman. The 
policeman’s ex-wife had a friend, 
Mrs. Anna Sage. Mrs. Sage was 
in trouble. She had been con- 
victed of running a bawdy house 
and she was facing deportation 
to her native Romania. She 
didn’t want to go. 


Mrs. Sage called on a police- 
man, Sgt. Martin Zarkovich of 
the East Chicago force. Set. 
Zarkovich got in touch with 
Purvis. 

On Sunday night, July 22, 1934, 
Dillinger, the ex-wife of the po- 
liceman and Mrs. Sage went to

drama” was showing. Dillinger 
didn’t want to miss it. This was 
a gangster picture. For all he 
knew, this might be the one 
time the gangsters won in the 
end. Mrs. Sage sat down-front, 
away from Dillinger and his 
girl. Purvis and a squad of 
agents stood, out front, cover- 
ing the theater. Mrs. Sage had 
said she would wear red. The 
agents had seen the trio enter. 

Purvis at one point gave in to 
nerves. Later, he confessed that

One of the Congressmen 
brought up the subject of bi- 
partisan policy and asked Mr. 
Eisenhower to comment. 

“I am always bipartisan,” 
said the President, with a glance 
at the assembled Democrats, 
“‘when I am in the minority." 
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he always got ‘‘buck fever when 
we close in. But I don’t get too 
nervous to give the signals.’’ 

He entered the theater, spotted 
Dillinger, and considered making 
the arrest. He looked at the 

other people innocently watching 
the bad guys build up to a fall, 
and decided against such a 
move. Dillinger and friends went 
in at.8:40 p.m. They left at 
10:30 p.m. While they were 
watching the cops and the rob- 
bers, the federal agents out- 
side were flashing their badges, 
chasing away Chicago police. 
The native police had become 
curious about the crowd of 
armed men, large even by Chi- 
cago standards. 

Purvis spotted Dillinger leav- 
ing. Purvis signaled with his 
cigar, hoarsely whispered to 
another agent that this was 
the target, and Dillinger 
reached for his trouser pocket. 
He was shot dead as he 
reached. Purvis’s principal 
statements were these: He 
would have preferred to take 
Dillinger alive; he did not 
shoot Dillinger. 

His longest statement on rec- 
ord occurred during Mrs. Sage’s 
deportation hearings. Police of- 
ficers supported her claim that 
Purvis promised immunity from 
deportation if she would turn 
informer. Purvis denied he had 
stated such help as a guarantee. 
He did make it plain that he 
felt there was a debt to Mrs. 
Sage. 

He said, ‘“‘(As) part of her re- 
ward,’ Mrs. Sage should be al- 
lowed to stay in the United 
States. She furnished the in- 
formation which led to Dillin- 
ger’s capture and I for one am 
not ungrateful.” 


Mrs. Sage lost her fight 
against deportation. 
There was amazement ex- 


pressed that Purvis had been able 
to spot Dillinger, weighing a 
woman in red against a made- 
over face. Purvis said that con- 
sidering how long he had studied 
pictures of Dillinger, he should 
have been able to recognizé the

man, whatever changes had been 


made. 

Not all police could say as 
much. One straight-faced report 
was that Dillinger attended the 
St. Louis automobile show amd 
fell in love with a Hudson on 
display. He had to wait until 
the show ended to buy the car. 
He came back one night to in- 
spect his property-to-be. He had 
a woman with him. The woman 
had a bulldog. The bulldog was 
denied admission to the auto 
show. Dillinger—and never rap 
a good story—got a baby-sitter 
for the dog. He trusted the 
animal, on its leash, to a police- 
man. - 

Purvis was not universally ap- 
preciated. Paul V. McNutt, then 
Governor of Indiana, expressed 
indignation that Sgt. Zarkovich 
had gone to Purvis and the FBI 
with this sitting duck of a Dil- 
linger instead of to the Indiana 
police. When Purvis led a squad 
of FBI men and local officers 
into a farmyard to gun down 
Pretty Boy Floyd, Police Chief 
Fultz of Wellsville, O., was in- 
dignant. 

‘The Mayor and I were work- 
ing as hard as we could to locate 
Floyd and Mr. Purvis came to 
the Mayor and me under an 


assumed name, which we re- | 


sented very much for we were 


dealing in an open and above- | 


board manner. 

“Mr. Purvis and his 
walked out and would not co- 
operate with us and instead went 
to another city after we had 
given full details of the case, 
full descriptions of Floyd and 
the vicinity where we felt he 
was. He was captured only a 
short distance away from where 
we had mentioned.” 

What Floyd did was appear 
from the' woods, and enter the 
farmyard of a widow, Ellen Con- 
kle. He asked for food. He 
said he was a squirrel hunter. 
Had been lost since last night. 

“Hunting squirrels? At night?” 
said the widow. “Wait on the 
porch.” 

Floyd admitted that was a sus- 
picious story, hunting squirrels 
at night. He’d tell the truth. 
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He’d gotten drunk and lost. The 
Widow Conkle repeated, ‘Wait 
outside.” 

She fed Floyd and he paid her 
a dollar for the meal. Her 
brother appeared and Floyd of- 
fered him $25 for a ride to 
Youngstown, 25 miles away. The 
widow’s brother refused. He had 
to get home. He offered Floyd 
a ride to a nearby village. Floyd 
accepted and as he got into the 
car, two autos entered the farm 
yard. Purvis, two other agents 
and four local police got out. 
ran and hid under a 
corn crib. Then he decided to 
try an escape by auto. He 
changed his mind, his direction 
and his pace again and headed 
for the woods. Purvis yelied 
‘“‘Halt!”” Floyd continued to run. 
Purvis yelled “Fire!” Floyd 
went down with four bullets i» 
his back. 


Purvis knelt over Floyd and 
questioned him about the slay- 
ing of three policemen and their 
prisoner, gunman Frank Nash, 
by machinegun fire at the Kan- 
sas City Union Station. Floyd 
would not talk about that. He 


om 


‘did talk to Purvis about other 


matters. Purvis would not re- 

veal what Floyd said to him. 
Purvis later arrested a kid- 

naper as the kidnaper sat en- 
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joying the good life in a. bar- 
ber’s chair. He investigated 
Samuel Insull. He was active 
in the case that sent Roger 
(The Terrible) Touhy to jail 
screaming ‘“‘Frame-up!”’ And 
in a way, he. was a quiet 
spokesman for tolerance. He 
addressed the Washington Uni- 
versity Association here in 
January 1947 and said the out- 
dated parole and penal sys- 
tems must be reorganized be- 
fore the crime rate can be 
lessened. Many convicts, said 
Purvis, are “. . . unable to 
pursue a normal way of life 
due to police hounding and 
intimidating.” 


He fared better than his oppo- 
nents. Floyd had $120 in his 
pockets when he died. Dillinger 
had $7.70. When Purvis put a 
.45, the most monstrous caliber 
pistol, under his chin and pulled 
the trigger Monday he had a 
radio station at Florence, S. C., 
and a law practice in Washing- 
ton. (He had done investigative 
work for the government in the 
1950s. ) 

After he left the FBI in 1935 
Purvis established a law prac- 
tice in San Francisco. He be- 
came engaged to Janice Jarrett, 
variously described as a beau- 
tiful camera model and as an 
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actress. Pictures of Purvis smil- 
ing were rare, The widest, most 
undeniable smile he shows in a 
picture occurred when he ar- 
rived in Hollywood in March 
1937, was met by Miss Jarrett 
and denied a romance. Later, 
they announced their engage- 
ment. He went to San *Antonio 
to marry her. They attended a 
party in their honor; the next 
day the wedding was canceled. 
Purvis, as usual, was silent. 

In September 1938 another 
rare Purvis smile was photo- 
graphed. He married Mrs. Ros- 
anne Wilson Taylor. His wife 
was working in the yard Mon- 
day when she heard a shot in 
the house. She found her hus- 
band lying in the hallway. 

Purvis was 56 years old. The 
news stories reported he had 
been ‘‘in bad health, despondent 
and depressed,’’ by his doctor’s 
testimony. Purvis had that ex- 
planatory paragraph all to him- 
self. Nobody felt obliged to drag 
Dillinger into it.
